Thus, Elba has been trans- 
formed from a flood-menaced 
city to one of the safest and 
most nearly immune from storm 
danger communities in Alaba- 
ma. We challenge any com- 
munity in Alabama to show less 
flood or storm damage than Elba 
has suffered during the past 
nineteen years.
